Federal Spending 

Last year, the Congressional leadership failed to even bring up a budget resolution to establish 

a blueprint for federal spending, 
The nonpartisan Congressional 
Budget Office (CBO) reports 
that this year the nation will run 
a budget deficit of $1 .5 trillion 
after running a budget deficit of 
$13 trillion in the previous year 
Our national debt now exceeds 
$14 trillion and is growing. For 
the years 2012-21, the CBO 
projects total deficits of $7 tril- 
lion. Although the President 
proposes a limited budget freeze 
that would save $400 billion 
over 10 years, I support the 
Spending Reduction Act, which 
would save $2.5 trillion over 
10 years. It would hold non- 
defense discretionary spending 
to 2008 levels and eliminate 
automatic increases in future 
discretionary appropriations.
